build our bridges and culverts when It 
can be done so cheaply.

is cheaper and a bridge of concrete 
will stand for all time when proper- 
ly constructed, while a steel bridge 
will give to the elements and in the 
course of a few yean will liuve to be 
reconstructed at thp county expense.
